It is not a war of four years we can 
fight, win and settle; it is the eternal 
battle of life that every one of us 
to the 
grave. God has given us one weapon 
for all this fighting—loyalty to truth. 
It is not a weapon of steel, but one of 
the heart and mind, and much to the 
shame of us men,—women. have some 
times proven better fighters than 
ten,

You can’t have a church without 
going in debt; you can’t have school 
buildings without aggressive school 
boards and issuing bonds; you can’t 
have a public library unless someone 
digs up and a board gets on the job; 


fo: anything that amounts to any- 
thing unless someone. gets out and 
does some hard work and _ spends 
some money. 

Then the question comes, if these 
things are essential to a community, 
if-a community is known by the man- 
ner in which. they- support. these 
things, who should tend to them? 

God points with unerring finger to 
the man and woman whose duty it is 
to respond to every call for the wel- 
fare of their community. That per- 
son may dodge about, but the finger 
crooks and either they respond to the 
call or stand eternally in their own 
| Shame and here is the finger that 
| points. 

Any man or woman that lives hap- 
pily, comfortably and prospers on any 
‘community and fails to respond to the 
welfare of that communty is a slack- 

er to God, their community and. their 
jfellow man. 

We do. not ask that they turn over 
_their wealth; neither do we want a 
deed to their real estate or the profits 
:of their business, but every: commun- 
ity has the right to expect that the 
‘influence of that wealth, the ‘geniua 
and ingenuity that piled up that busi- 

ness and real-estate be used for wel- 
fare of the community that made it 
possible and protects it. That is not 
‘socialism, it is the Gospel of God, it 
:is the brotherhood of man. There is 
no such thing as a man or woman 
superior to, divorced from or not in 
eb to the community in which they 
ive, 

| That is the message of these words 
i—service. You and IJ will never know 
true happiness ’till we learn to serve 
iin our respective communities.

High School Students 

Should set a good example in the 
matter of sportsmanship and should 
quickly condemn unsportsmanlike 
conduct on the part of either other 
students or adults. To this end they 
should—

the athlete. 

{2) Recognize that the good name 
of the school is more valuable than

(11) Acquaint the adults of the 
community and the grade pupils 
with the ideals of sportsmanship that 
are acceptable to the high school. 

(12) Impress upon the community 
its responsibility for the exercise of 
self-control and fair play at all ath- 
‘letic contests. 

(13) Advocate that any spectator 
who ‘continually evidences poor 
sportsmanship be requested not to at- 
tend future contests.

Battle for Country 

The history of the Maoris of New 
Zealand is a most remarkable one, 
Primitive and even cannibalistic up to 
sixty years ago, they have tn a brief 
space of yeurs achieved equality with 
the white man. 

It is hundreds of years since six 
large canoes, each holding about 200 
persons, arrived there from the Tahiti 
archipelago, Maori tradition has pre- 
served the names of these boats, and 
the New Zealand fleet now employs 
them. By the time of the British 
eonquest the 1,000 people who had 
landed, utterly exhausted by their tre- 
mendous journey, had become 100,000 
—a small population for such-a large 
territory. 

No tribe ever exhibited such hero- 
fam in the face of European conquest 
as did the Maoris. In seizing New 
Zeaiand, Great Britain lost 15,000 sol- 
diers, though the forces of the Maoris, 
armed only with old-fashioned wooden 
weapons, did not exceed 2,000. When 
peace finally came, the conquerors 
found they had a deep respect for the 
conquered. —Arnaldo Cipolla in La 
Scampa, Turin (Living Age).

Nearly all muhe the barnyard hor- 
ribly dirty by varding cows there and 
lose fertilizer that would grow a. nice 
Piece of roots or fodder corn if cows 
were yarded in a lot fenced off near 
the barn. Next year fence off anoth- 
er lot and grow roots and fodder corn 
on the first lot. Alternate each yéar. 

Nearly all should stop this ever- 
lasting buying of hay. They should 
and could raise it. Many farms have 
no clover at.all, or a poor growth, 
All could have plenty of clover, sweet 
clover and alfalfa if they would use 
about 2 tons of lime per acre. If our 
farmers would spend half ag much 
for lime as they spend for hay they 
would not have to buy hay. Spend 
half as much for lime as for hay, anl 
the liming lasts for 8 to 10-years, pro-

“What do you think 
about the idea of yarding cattle, 
nights, in a lot that you can crop to 
roots or fodder corn next year, in- 
stead of in the barn yard?” “Say, 
Frank, I believe it would pay you to 
do more with hens. They say that 
hens, well managed, can be made to 
pay the grocery bill.” “Why not 
raise more roots—mangles, carrots 
and ruta bagas, corn fodder and hay, 
and not pay out so much for feed?”

Many farmers begin to consider 

their spring limestone needs about 
this time of the year. It is a good 
time to secure samples and get quota- 
tions on the various kinds of liming 
materials and determine just what 
will be required. By placing the or- 
der early there need be little worry of 
getting the lime after the crops have 
been planted. 
_ Most of the limestone used in Mich- 
igan is applied during the. summer 
and fall. One reason for this ig on 
account of the ‘summer and early fall 
seedings of alfalfa. Where alfalfa is 
seeded in the spring as it should be in

The rate to apply limestone varies 
greatly among farmers and many 
times with apparently no reason. It 
has been the custom in the past and 
still is in some sections to assume 
that this or that field needed lime and 
make an application of 200 or 300 
pounds of hydrate or 3 tons of lime- 
stone, depending largely on the atti- 
tude of mind and the bulge of the 
pocket book, 

It is no longer necessary to guess 
at the lime requirement of the soil on 
any farm. By using the Soiltex 
method, perfected and distributed by 
the Michigan State College, the act- 
ual amount needed can be determined 
easily and quickly. It often happens 
that three. or four differene fields on 
the same farm have a. differnt lime 
requirement, depending on the length 
of time each has been in cultivation 
and the general system of farming 
practiced. The variations that might 
be expected were discussed in a pre- 
vious article on “Soil Acidity.” 

Most of the soils of Michigan. are 
acid and many are now producing at 
a loss because the lime is deficient. 

The cost of liming is cheap when 


considered from the proper viewpoint. 
When lime is once applied to meet 
the requirements of the soil: the effect 
will last from seven to ten years and 
has even been known to last longer 
than this in southern Michigan. The 
cost of lime should not be charged to 
the next year’s crop for the crops of 
the third to seventh year will. benefit 
more and should be charged to the 
original cost. Many farmers: of Mich- 
igan are using lime at a cost of sev- 
enty-five cents per acre and legs. 
There are, of course, many more who 
are paying less than this but are not 
using enough for best results. The 
dividend on this seventy-five cents 
often runs as high as a thousand per

cent. Where can such dividends be 
secured in the industrial plants? 

The ordinary limestone sower 
generally used because it gives 
more even distribution of lime. 
ean be applied with a shovel 
dragged into and thoroly mixed with 
the soil," The manure spreader with 
manure or straw in the bottom can be 
used. Ground limestone can be ap- 
plied with manure but hydrated lime 
should not be used with manure be- 
cause it will liberate too much am- 
monia from the manure. 

The Michigan State College sends 
blueprints of the Simplex spreader 
that may be made at home at a very 
low cost and which is very satisfac- 
tory. Where marl is. used a manure 
spreader is the best method of appli- 
cation. 

Always remember that lime is 
often the limiting factor in agricul- 
tural production. Find out definitely 
what you need.
